In all other cases, says the Russian 
scheme, arbitration, though recom- 
mended by the present act, can only 
be applied on the spontaneous initia- 
tive of one of the parties in dispute and 
with the express consent of the other 
parties. The closing clause provides 
as follows: 

"With a view to facilitating recourse 
to arbitration, the signatory powers 
agree to formulate a common arrange- 
ment for the employment of interna- 
tional arbitration, and for fundamental 
principles to be observed in drawing 
up rules of procedure to be followed 
pending inquiry into the dispute and 
the pronouncement Of the arbitrators' 
decision. The application of these prm- 
ciples and procedure may be modified 
in virtue of special arrangements be- 
tween the states which may have re- 
Part 3 deals with an international 
follows: 

In cases of divergence causing inter- 

stanees which can Dot be settled by 
ordinary diplomatic means, but do not 
Involve honor or vital interests, the 
government- interested agree to insti- 
tute an international commission of 
inquiry to investigate impartially all 
questions of fact. Each government 
interested shall appoint two members 
of the commission. These four shall 
choose a fifth, who shall be president 

divided as to this, nn appeal shall be 
made to another government or to a 
third party to appoint I president. 

"After the investigation, the com- 
mission shall submit a report signed 
by all the members to the govern- 
ments interested. The report shall in 
BO wis* have the character of an arbi- 
judgt 
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to conclude a friendly arrangement on 

the basis of said report or tO have re- 
course to arbitration by concluding an 
agreement ad hoc, or else by resorting 
to active measures allowable in the 
mutual relations between nations." 

The Russian proposals are followed 
by a code of arbitration indicating 
procedure on these lines: "The -tates 
interested that have accepted arbitra- 
tion shall sign a special act of compro- 
mise clearly setting forth the ques- 
tions to be arbitrated aud the full 
facts connected therewith. The com- 
promise thus concluded may provide 
for arbitration upon the whole matter 
in dispute or upon points categorically 
determined. 

"The governments interested may 
entrust the functions of arbitration 
either to a sovereign third power or to 
a tribunal of arbitration. Such tribu- 
nal shall bo selected in the same man- 
ner as commissions of inquiry; and if 
difficulty arises iu choosing the fifth 

bitrjtor as president, the other now- 
•s shall be asked by common consent
